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THIS  DAY  OF  DEMONSTRATION 

By  Elder  Melvin  J.  Ballard,  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  Apostles 


By  reason  of  some  impressions  that 
I  have  received  in  visits  to  some  of  the 
missions  during  the  past  season  and  hav- 
ing had  the  great  privilege  of  being  pre- 
sent at  the  dedication  of  the  monument  at 
the  Hill  Cumorah,  and  by  reason  of  some 
conversations  which  I  had  with  some  dis- 
tinguished gentlemen  who  drove  many 
miles  to  come  to  that  dedication  and 
asked  earnestly  concerning  the  Church, 
I  have  felt  that  the  changes  that  are  oc- 
curring are  so  rapid  that  we  can  probably 
scarcely  appreciate  them,  and  then  per- 
haps we  do  not  fully  understand  the 
meaning  and  significance  of  these 
changes. 

I  have  been  led  to  appreciate  the  work 
of  our  forefathers,  who  subdued  the 
desert  and  made  it  blossom  as  the  rose, 
and  distinguished  themselves  and  have 
won  great  honour  and  credit  from  the 
world,     everywhere    where    people     have 


studied  the  achievements  of  the  Mormon 
P'ioneers. 

I  read  in  a  book  recently  published  by 
Mr.  Warren  H.  Wilson,  who  discusses 
rural  community  life  in  America,  the  fol- 
lowing introduction  by  Professor  Thomas 
Nixon  Carver,  of  Harvard  University,  one 
of  the  outstanding  economists  of  the 
world.  Speaking  of  those  elements  which 
have  made  for  ideal  rural  community  life, 
Dr.  Carver  states  : 

The  elements  of  permanent  cultiva- 
tion of  the  soil  are  found  in  great  num- 
bers among  the  Mormons,  Scotch -Irish 
Presbyterians  and  Pennsylvania  Ger- 
mans   

The  best  farmers  in  the  country  are 
the  Mormons,  the  Scotch  Presbyterians 
and  Pennsylvania  Germans. 
Then  Mr.  Wilson  in  his  book  says  : 

The  Mormons  represent  this  organi- 
zation,   these    outstanding    farmers    of 
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America,  in  the  highest  degree.  Per- 
haps no  other  so  large  or  so  powerful 
a  body  of  united  farmers  is  found  in 
the  whole  country. 

They  have  turned  the  force  of  religion 
into  a  community-making  power,  and 
from  the  highest  to  the  lowest  of  their 
church  officers  the  Mormon  people  are 
devoted  to  agriculture  as  a  mode  of 
living. 

The  Mormons  are  organized  by  an 
idea  and  by  the  power  of  leadership. 
They  have  recruited  their  population 
through  preachers  and  missionaries. 
This  new  population  is  woven  at  once 
into  the  fabric  of  the  community ;  they 
are  married  to  the  community. 

The  organization  on  which  the  Mor- 
mon community  is  based  becomes  em- 
bodied at  once  in  a  society  with  its  own 
modes  of  religious,  family,  and  moral 
feeling  and  thought. 

The  Mormons  are  consolidated  both 
by  formal  organization  and  by  instinc- 
tive preference  for  their  own  in  a  multi- 
tude of  co-operative  habits,  through 
which  they  build  up  their  communities 
and  contend  with  one  another  against 
their  economic  and  religious  opponents. 
It  is  not  enough  to  say  that  this  is 
clannishness  ;  it  is  a  mingling  of  kinship 
and    religious   preferences.  It   con- 

stitutes the  strongest  form  of  agricul- 
tural co-operation  to  be  found  in  the 
United  States. 

From  the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle  pulpit  I 
heard  this  same  distinguished  gentleman, 
Dr.  Carver,  say,  after  having  spent  two 
summers  in  Utah  at  the  Utah  State 
Agricultural  College,  that  "  the  philoso- 
phy of  life  involved  in  the  Mormon 
Church  is  the*  most  constructive  thing  I 
have  seen  in  American  life."  He  sees 
only  "  a  church  which  embraces  the  whole 
state  and  has  a  tremendous,  pragmatic 
value  for  its  adherents,  so  well  is  it 
organized,  so  much  is  it  the  centre  of  all 
community  pleasure,  and  so  closely  does 
it  endeavour  to  establish  heaven  on 
earth." 

And  he  continued  :  "  I  have  never  found 
more  sound  and  wholesome  personal 
habits  than  among'  the  Mormons.  I  have 
never  mingled  with  people  who  showed 
few^r  signs  of  dissipation.       I  have  never 


studied  groups  of  people  who  seemed 
better  nourished  and  more  healthy.  I 
have  never" known  people  who  took  more 
pains  to  educate  their  children. 

"  This  gives  a  clue  to  the  success  of 
the  Mormons  as  colonizers  and  nation 
builders." 

Further,  he  said  that  if  he  were  hunt- 
ing the  whole  world  over  to  find  some  one 
building  an  advanced  civilization,  he 
would  learn  of  it  in  Utah  from  the  Mor- 
mans. 

Now,  that  period  is  past.  We  have 
subdued  the  desert.  We  have  distin- 
guished ourselves,  at  least  our  fathers 
have,  in  doing  this  remarkable  and  un- 
usual thing.  As  President  Theodore 
Roosevelt  said  :  "  It  is  not  so  much  what 
you  Mormons  did  as  where  you  did  it  that 
distinguished  you."  But  this  generation 
cannot  exist  on  the  honours  of  the  past. 
We  must  make  our  own  contribution. 

We  have  moved  to  a  new  day,  the  day 
to  build  upon  that  foundation,  a  day  of 
demonstration,  and  I  believe  that  this  is 
in  full  harmony  with  the  Lord's  pro- 
gramme. Read  from  the  45th  Section 
of  the  Book  of  Doctrine  and  Covenants 
this  injunction  the  Lord  gave  to  His 
Church  : 

I  have  sent  mine  everlasting  covenant 
into    the    world    to    be    a    light    to    the 
world,    and    to    be    a    standard    for    my 
people,  and  for  the  Gentiles  to  seek  it, 
and  to  be  a  messenger  before  my  face 
to  prepare  the  way  before  me. 
We  ought  to  live  this  Mormon  way  of 
life.        It  is  for  the  world's  sake.        It  is 
for  the  Lord's  sake.        He  did  set  us  to 
be   a  light — we  have   not  aspired   to   it — 
but  by  divine  appointment  we  are  set  to 
be    the    light   of   the   world    and   to   exalt 
standards  for  the   nations,   that  the  pro- 
mises of  old  might  be  some  day  fulfilled, 
when   men   would   say  : 

"  Come  ye,  and  let  us  go  up  to  the 
mountain  of  the  Lord,  to  the  house 
of  the  God  of  Jacob  ;  and  he  will  teach  us 
of  his  ways,  and  we  will  walk  in  his 
paths."  For  that  is  the  purpose  of  this 
Church,  to  become  a  standard  for  the 
nations. 

It  does  seem  in  our  new  opportunities 
that  the  Lord  has  been  at  work  breaking 
down  the  prejudice  of  the  past.  The 
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powers  of  evil  that  have  arrayed  every 
force  with  which  they  have  successfully 
destroyed  every  other  gospel  dispensa- 
tion have  utterly  failed,  and  that  our 
fathers,  who  were  able  to  stand  like 
beaten  anvils  under  all  the  fire  that  was 
hurled  against  them,  have  survived  and 
given  evidence  that  they  were  in  God's 
favour  because  they  have  succeeded. 

And  now  comes  a  new  opportunity,  the 
day  of  demonstration,  when  the  world  is 
fast  losing  its  faith.  When  I  think  of 
a  great  nation  like  Russia  turning  en- 
tirely away  from  Christianity,  and  the 
great  nation  of  Germany,  that  contributed 
perhaps  more  to  the  establishment  of  re- 
ligious liberty  and  the  establishment  of 
Protestantism  than  any  other  nation  in 
the  world,  turning  away  from  Christi- 
anity, and  some  there  are  trying  to  in- 
troduce a  religion,  in  some  respects 
pagan,  and  other  nations  being  influenced 
by  the  same  spirit — I  discover  a  need  for 
Mormonism  in  the  world,  and  it  is 
apparent  that  men  are  beginning  to  rea- 
lize it  more  than  ever  before. 

In  a  book  recently  published,  Why 
Wars  must  Cease,  Mrs.  Carrie  Chapman 
Catt,  one  of  the  leading  American  women 
pioneers  in  the  great  woman's  movement 
of  the  world,  says  : 

The  threat  of  hostilities  challenges 
Christian  statesmanship  which,  hereto- 
fore, has  found  itself  helpless  to  pre- 
vent war. 

Wars  did  not  decrease  after  the  ad- 
vent of  the  Christian  era ;  instead,  they 
grew  more  terrible,  each  more  bloody 
and  destructive  than  the  previous  one. 
The  most  startling  fact  about  the 
World  war  is  that  it  was  a  Christian 
war.  Christian     nations     began     it, 

Christian  nations  led  on  both  sides,  and 
kept   it  going  until  the  bitter  end. 
She  asks  : 

What  is  the  matter  with  Christi- 
anity? We  have  waited  nineteen  hun- 
dred years  for  Christianity  to  reach  the 
zenith  of  its  power  in  wealth  and  in 
membership,  and  then  we  found  it 
utterly  helpless  to  save  the  world  from 
one  of  its  greatest  catastrophies,  war. 
And  war  comes  out  of  the  spirit  of  men, 
the  spirit  of  greed,  the  spirit  of  selfish- 
ness and  of  hatred,  all  of  which  the  Gos- 


pel of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  could  elimi- 
nate from  the  hearts  of  men. 

In  this  very  hour  in  a  mighty  Christian 
nation,  where  there  is  the  seat  of  the 
largest  Christian  denomination  of  the 
world,  the  members  of  that  church,  not 
listening  to  the  pleadings  of  their  own 
leader  for  peace,  are  waging  one  of  the 
most  unjust  wars  that  was  ever  inaugu- 
rated against  a  poor  and  defenceless 
people,  and  all  to  gratify  the  vain  ambi- 
tions of  those  whose  hearts  are  filled, 
not  with  the  spirit  of  the  Master,  the 
spirit  of  love,  but  with  greed  and  with 
hatred. 

What  does   it  all   indicate.  It  pro- 

claims that  what  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
said  to  Joseph  Smith  more  than  a  hun- 
dred years  ago  is  true,  that  these  institu- 
tions built  in  His  name  have  a  form  of 
godliness  but  thev  lack  the  power  there- 
of. 

I  do  not  condemn  my  brethren  of  other 
Christian  churches.  Among  them  I  find 
many  noble  and  great  men,  whose  hearts 
are  set  upon  doing  right,  but  they 
struggle  helplessly  to  accomplish  the 
things  their  hearts  desire. 

What  I  rejoice  over  is  that  with  the 
new  day  that  is  coming,  the  works  of 
this  people,  speaking  in  mighty  tones, 
will  attract  the  attention  of  the  thinkers 
of  the  world  that  here  is  something  more 
than  a  theory,  for  there  are  those  willing 
to  follow  theories  in  Russia  and  in 
Germany  and  elsewhere ;  but  here  is  a 
plan  advocated  by  this  Church  that  would 
meet  and  solve  every  human  problem,  if 
only  the  Latter-day  Saints  and  the  world 
would  subscribe  to  it,  the  Lord's  plan  for 
human  happiness  and  the  elimination  of 
war  and  distress  and  there  are  a  hundred 
years  of  practical  demonstration  behind 
our  theory.       It  does  work. 

Therefore  I  see  a  new  reason  why  every 
Latter-day  Saint  should  live  up  to  the 
Word  of  Wisdom. 

Do  you  want  to  distinguish  yourselves? 
You  will  never  do  it  by  living  like  the 
world  lives.  You  are  demonstrators  for 
God  and  are  to  save  the  world  from  its 
utter  loss  of  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  as  the 
Redeemer  and  Saviour  of  mankind.

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RELIGION  IN  LIFE

Some  time  ago  it  was  my  privilege  to 
take  dinner  with  a  family  in  Idaho. 
Gathered  around  the  table  rich  with  the 
bounties  of  life  were  father,  mother  and 
seven  children.  All  of  them  joined 
hearts  in  a  prayer  that  I  shall  never  for- 
get : 

Thanks  for  life ;  for  the  privilege  of  liv- 
ing together. 

Gratitude  for  health  and  food  and 
shelter. 

A  petition  for  wisdom  ;  for  protection  ; 
for  direction. 

A  plea  for  unity — that  every  member  of 
the  group  might  bring  honour  to  every 
other  member. 

And  a  prayer  that  these  same  good 
blessings  might  be  granted  to  all  families, 
brothers  and  sisters  in  that  great  family 
of  Him  who  presides  over  all  of  us. 

That  scene  is  a  stronger  argument  for 
faith  than  the  finest  logic  I  ever  heard. 
There  was  the  happiness  of  benediction 
in  that  home.  Its  foundations  were  laid 
in  Religion.  Ever  since  that  evening  I 
have  wished  that  I  might  have  the  genius 
to  pass  that  recipe  on  to  other  homes  with 
such  an  appeal  that  they  might  want  to 
test  it  out.  For  such  homes  are  not  only 
havens  of  happiness — they  are  our  finest 
safeguards  for  the  preservation  of  Ameri- 
can, civilization.  The  flag  is  secure  as 
long  as  it  waves  over  homes  like  that. 

And  so  to-night  for  a  few  minutes  I 
should  like  you  to  centre  your  Sunday 
night  .thinking  in  the  theme,  "  Religion 
In  Life." 

God's  Greatest  Gift. 

Life    is   wonderful.  '  Eternal   life   is 

God's  greatest  gift  to  man."  And  the 
glory  of  life  is  that  we  can  build  into  it 
just  about  what  we  choose.  In  the 
humblest  cottage  life  can  be  rich  ;  just  as 
in  the  palatial  mansion  of  life  can  be  piti- 
fully poor.  Life  can  be  cheapened  into 
a  muddle  of  materiality  or  it  can  be 
elevated  until  it  becomes  the  achievement 
of  a  perpetual  triumph. 


What  we  do  with  life  depends,  of 
course,  upon  the  goal  we  set — the  recipe 
we  follow  and  the  devotion  we  bring  to 
the  task.  The  function  of  religion  is  to 
direct  and  sustain  us  in  those  three  con- 
cerns of  life. 

It  helps  us  as  nothing  else  can  to  set 
our  goal : 

It  gives  us  life's  completest  recipe  : 

It  calls  to  a  devotion  beyond  all  other 
challenges. 

The  word  Religion  is  one  of  the  richest 
words  in  our  language.  Literally  it  means 
a  re-binding.  A  re-binding  of  ourselves 
to  one  another ;  a  re-binding  of  ourselves 
to  God. 

All  too  often. 

The  word  suffers  because  of  misunder- 
standings and  misinterpretations. 

All  too  often  the  word  is  made  to  smack 
of  too  much  "  far  awayness  " — as  if  it 
had  meaning  only  in  the  dim  years  of 
some  remote  hereafter.  Youth  lives  here 
and  now  and  wants  guidance  in  the  deci- 
sions of  to-day  and  to-morrow. 

Then,  too,  all  too  frequently  Religion 
suffers  from  an  interpretation  as  if  its 
chief  function  were  to  do  the  spiritual 
policing  of  the  world.  As  if  it  were  a 
series  of  negations — a  kind  of  nagging 
set  of  prohibitions — a  treatise  on  "  What 
You  Ought  Not  To  Do." 

Properly  understood,  Religion  is  an 
adventurous  reality — practical,  dynamic, 
soul  stirring. 

Whenever  I  read  again  the  gospels  I 
am  impressed  that  the  religion  of  the 
Master  was  so  close  to  life — so  inter- 
woven with  life.  He  bade  his  disciples 
to  follow  him,  but  he  led  them  over 
familiar  trails.  His  path  led  ultimately 
to  God,   but  it  was  laid  out 

Along  the  foothills  of  the  shepherds, 
By  the  steps  of  the  publicans  ; 
Along  the  shores  of  the  fishermen, 
Past  the  gates  of  the  beggars, 
Into  the  garden  of  Gethsemane 
Beyond  the  tomb  with  its  watchmen. 
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That  Same  Closeness. 

That  same  closeness  and  reality  echo 
out  of  the  finest  passages  of  the  Old 
Testament.  Micah  6  :8  reminds  us  :  "  He 
hath  shewed  thee,  O  man,  what  is  good  ; 
and  what  doth  the  Lord  require  of  thee, 
but  to  do  justly,  and  to  love  mercy,  and 
to  walk  humbly  with  thy  God." 

We  have  said  that  Life  for  each  of  us 
is  determined  largely  : 

By  the  goal  we  set ; 

By  the  recipe  we  follow  ; 

By  the  devotion  we  bring  to  the  task. 

How  religion  illuminates  these  prob- 
lems ! 

What  goal  shall  we  set? 

Youth  to-night  faces  the  luture.  What 
shall  he  do?       Why? 

Shall  he  seek  power,  position,  wealth, 
learning,   pleasure,   friends? 

Shall  he  clerk  in  an  office?  Or  shall  he 
cultivate  a  field? 

To  what  end  shall  he  do  any  one  of 
these  things?  What  really  is  the  pur- 
pose of  his  being? 

His  task  is  to  build. 

If  I  understand  the  Christian  message, 
he  may  follow  any  honourable  pursuit. 
His  task  is  to  unfold  and  build  his  own 
unique  personality.  The  job  in  hand  is 
not  an  end  in  itself.  It  is  an  opportunity 
for  self-expression — for  the  development 
of  potential  power. 

Religion  leads  a  man  to  see  out  be- 
yond to-day's  work  to  the  ultimate  end 
of  life.  A  man  may  work  at  a  lathe 

or  at  a  counter  to  provide  for  his  own 
wants  and  the  needs  of  his  family.  Re- 
ligion interprets  the  meaning  of  that  work 
and  the  worth  of  that  family  in  terms  of 
present  happiness  and  eternal  satisfaction. 

One  of  the  best  examples  of  the  force 
of  Religion  in  enabling  a  people  to  look 
beyond  the  immediate  present  is  found 
on  the  block  from  which  we  are  sending 
this  broadcast.  In  the  south-east  cor- 
ner is  a  log  cabin,  typical  of  the  original 
homes  of  the  Mormon  pioneers.  To  the 
north  of  the  cabin  stands  the  Salt  Lake 
Temple.  Six  years  after  the  arrival  of  the 
pioneers  in  the  valley  they  laid  the  cor- 
ner stone  of  a  structure  to  be  forty  years 
in  the  building  and  to  cost  $4,000',000.

As  the  visitor  stands  with  one  eye  on 
the  log  cabin — the  abode  of  the  saints  in 
those  years  of  struggle  and  hardship — 
the  other  eye  catches  a  glimpse  of  a  tem- 
ple— the  pride  of  the  Saints  and  an 
honour  to  any  city. 

The  pioneer  faced  stern  realities  but  he 
never  let  them  blind  him  to  the  vision  of 
his  aspirations.  Religion  helps  a  man 
to  realize  that  beyond  the  log  cabin  of 
every  day  there  is  the  temple  of  his 
future. 

In  the  matter  of  recipe,  Religion  has 
given  the  world  its  finest  directions. 
Simple  as  it  is,  no  one  has  yet  improved 
upon  the  Golden  Rule.  The  Ten  Com- 
mandments are  as  inexorable  as  when 
they  glorified  Sinai.  The  beatitudes 
satisfy  and  challenge  683,000,000  souls 
who  love  to  honour  their  author. 

In  ceremonials,  in  worship,  in  prayer, 
in  meditation,  in  faith,  in  helpful  ser- 
vice, Religion  enables  man  to  proof- 
read this  daily  experience.  As  one 
leader  of  religious  thought  so  well  put  it : 

"  One  man  comes  to  God  by  way  of 
intellectual  perplexity  and  he  knows 
chiefly  faith's  illumination  of  life's  puzzl- 
ing problems ;  another  comes  through  the 
experience  of  sin  and  he  responds  to  such 
a  phrase  as  "God  our  Saviour";  another 
comes  to  God  through  trouble  and  has 
found  in  faith  "  eternal  comfort  and  good 
hope  through  grace";  and  another  by 
way  of  a  happy  life  has  found  in  God  the 
object  of  devoted  gratitude.  One,  a 
mystic,  finds  God  in  solitary  prayer ; 
another,  a  worker,  knows  him  chiefly  as 
the  Divine  ally.  Some  are  very  young 
and  have  a  child's  religion;  some  are  at 
the  summit  of  their  years  and  have  a 
strong  man's  achieving  faith  ;  and  some 
are  old  and  are  familiar  with  the  face 
of  death  and  the  thought  of  the  eternal. 
How  multiform  is  man's  experience  of 
God."— from  "  The  Meaning  of  Faith." 

A  Workable  Recipe. 

In  the  twenty-seventh  verse  of  the  first 
chapter  of  the  Epistle  of  James  we  come 
to  see  just  how  workable  and  how  real 
the  recipe  of  religion  is  :

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A  LOST  FAITH  IN  GOD

PART  I. 
A  recent  writer  in  one  of  our  quarterly 
magazines  said  : 

"  We  have  developed  a  vast  and 
rather  wonderful  machinery  —  the 
machinery  of  modern  life.  For  some 
reason  it  has  recently  ceased  to  func- 
tion. The  experts  are  busily  crank- 
ing- the  engine,  as  I  used  to  do  with 
my  Ford  car,  when  a  Ford  was  still  a 
Ford.  They  are  wondering  why  the 
engine  doesn't  start.  They  are  giving 
learned  explanations  of  its  failure  to 
do  so;  they  are  adducing  the  most  in- 
tricate problems  of  dynamics.  It  is  all 
very  instructive,  no  doubt.  But  the  real 
explanation   is   much   simpler.  It   is 

simply  that  the  driver  of  the  car  has 
forgotten  to  turn  the  switch.  The  real 
trouble  with  the  engine  of  modern 
society  is  that  it  is  not  producing  a 
spark.  The  real  trouble  lies  in  the 
unseen  realm  which  is  found  in  the  soul 
of  man." 

Since  the  Serbian  student  fired  those 
shots  that  fateful  day  in  June,  1914,  and 
started  the  conflagration  that  set  the 
world  afire,  everything  seems  out  of  joint. 
Many  of  us  had  thought  that  with  the 
coming  of  peace  the  nations  would  settle 
back  to  their  wonted  pursuits  and  civili- 
zation would  assume  its  old  stride  and  all 
would  be  well  with  mankind.  But  after 
14  years  of  attempted  readjustment  it  is 
still  a  sick  and  sagging  civilization  and 
no  man  knows  when  the  patient  will  re- 
cover. One  can  locate  no  spot  where 
there  is  hope  untinged  with  doubt,  dread 
and  fear  of  the  future.  As  for  the  uni- 
versal prayer  that  the  white- winged  dove 
of  concord  might  find  a  resting-place  on 
earth,  it  too,  seems  unfulfilled,  for  in 
almost  every  quarter  of  the  globe  bristl- 
ing bayonets  and  huge  cannon  are  the 
order  of  the  day.  The  nations  are  spend- 
ing more  wealth  in  preparation  for  con- 
flict with  each  other,  by  100  per  cent., 
than  in  those  months  immediatelv  pre- 
ceding  the   world   catastrophe. 


Load  of  debt. 

Added  to  this  immense  burden  is  the 
staggering  load  of  debt  occasioned  by  the 
war  and  the  mounting  cost  of  govern- 
ment due  to  caring-  for  the  mained,  the 
widowed  and  the  orphaned.  Nor  must 
we  omit  extravagances  such  as  have  not 
been  practised  for  many  decades.  The 
result  is  deceit,  dishonesty  and  a  wild 
scramble  to  shift  financial  responsibilities, 
or  to  evade  entirely  obligations  which,  in 
saner  times,  would  be  held  sacred.  While 
every  man's  hand  is  not  yet  lifted  against 
his  neighbour,  not  in  many  years  has 
existed  such  universal  distrust  of  humans 
each  towards  the  other. 

The   real  trouble. 

It  is  not  for  me  to  diagnose  the  case 
and  tell  just  what  is  the  disease  and  how 
it  may  be  cured,  since  so  many  have  tried 
and  failed.  But  I  believe  the  writer 
quoted  a  few  moments  ago  has  come  more 
nearly  to  expressing  the  truth  than  most 
of  those  to  whom  ear  is  given  to-day. 
"  The  real  trouble  lies  in  the  unseen  realm 
which  is  found  in  the   soul  of  man." 

Most  surely  we  have  placed  an  abnor- 
mal value  on  wealth,  position,  power  and 
all  those  terms  connote.  This  seems  to 
be  a  failing  of  mankind.  We  have  al- 
ways had  an  exaggerated  desire  for  these, 
an  exaggerated  admiration  for  those  who 
possess  them,  an  exaggerated  belief  in 
their  influence  in  producing  happiness, 
though  we  have  been  warned  so  re- 
peatedly that  such  is  not  true.  Even 
now  the  principal  cry  is  over  the  loss  of 
money.  We  do  not  seem  to  sense  the 
force  of  the  words  : 

"  The  glories  of  our  blood  and  state 
Are  shadows,  not  substantial  things. 
There  is   no  armour  against  fate ; 
Death  lays  his  icy  hands  on  kings. 

Sceptre  and  crown 

Must  tumble  down 
And   in  the  dust  be  equal  made 
With    the    poor    crooked    scythe    and 
spade." 
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We  still  cling:  to  false  standards.  We 
still  worship  the  golden  calf,  and  there  is 
no  Moses  returning  from  Sinai  with 
sacred  tablets  whereon  the  finger  of  God 
has  inscribed  a  message  to  deliver  us  from 
our  idolatry.  A  generation  ago  our  fathers 
in  like  circumstances  with  unerring 
faith  would  have  leaned  upon  Heaven  for 
support  and  found  it.  No  such  strength 
seems  to  lie  within  us.  As  a  brother 
said  to  me  less  than  a  month  ago, 
"  These  are  terrible  times  and  the  trouble 
is  that  our  people  haven't  the  faith  their 
fathers  had  to  buoy  them  up  in  their  hour 
of  trial." 

Our  common  sense  tells  us  the  present 
stress  will  pass,  that  most  of  it  is  in  the 
minds  of  men  and  that  it  is  far  more  im- 
portant to  consider  what  we  are  doing 
during  these  days  than  to  while  and 
whimper  over  our  condition  and  wonder 
when  it  will  pass  away. 

Inspirational  Examples. 

We  have  so  many  examples  from  which 
to     draw     inspiration.  Our     deadened 

senses  tell  us  that  the  words  of 
the  Master  even  now  are  true  and 
of  full  force,  "  Lay  not  up  for  your- 
selves treasures  on  earth  where  moth  and 
rust  doth  corrupt  and  where  thieves  break 
in  and  steal ;  but  lay  up  for  yourselves 
treasures  in  heaven  where  neither  moth 
nor  rust  doth  corrupt  and  where  thieves 
do  not  break  in  and  steal,"  and  "  There- 
fore, I  say  unto  you ;  take  no  thought 
for  your  life,  what  ye  do  eat,  or  what  ye 
shall  drink,  or  wherewithal  shall  ye  be 
clothed,  for  your  Heavenly  Father  know- 
eth  that  ye  have  need  of  all  these  things." 
This  does  not  mean  that  we  are  to  re- 
sign ourselves  to  earthly  misery,  but  that 
we  are  to  find  our  way  out  with  faith  and 
good  works. 

All  our  teaching,  our  traditions,  our 
philosophy,  the  very  gospel  we  make  so 
much  of,  tells  us  how  futile  is  this  mad 
scramble  after  wealth.  Each  of  us  knows 
he  is  here  for  a  definite  purpose  and  that 
is  to  develop  his  immortal  soul,  that  such 
development  cannot  come  save  it  be 
through  experience,  both  pleasant  and 
unpleasant,  that  when  we  attain  that 
other  shore  God  will  not  look  us  over  for 
gold,  or  silver  or  precious  stones,  or  rich 
attire,  but  for  scars  and  these  scars  will 


be  our  title  deeds  to  eternal  life.  Each 
of  us  knows  that  the  men  and  women  who 
have  made  a  lasting  impression  on  the 
race  have  not  been  those  who  have 
gathered  about  them  huge  masses  of  this 
world's  goods.       The  contrary  is  true. 

Cites  examples. 

Two  characters  stand  out  in  ancient 
history  as  being  the  very  epitome  of 
material  power.  These  are  Croesus  and 
Crassus.  The  former  was  the  last  king 
of  Lydia.  His  wealth  has  passed  into 
proverb  and  most  people  remember  him 
for  this  one  thing  only.  The  latter  made 
his  money  by  traffic  in  slaves,  by  resorting 
to1  usury  and  by  other  unrighteous 
means  until  he  became  the  richest  man  in 
Rome.  When  he  had  gained  vast  wealth 
he  united  with  Caesar  and  Pompey  to  rule 
the  empire.  Aside  from  this  does  any- 
body remember  anything  else  he  did? 

On  the  other  hand  there  came  into 
prominence  at  the  beginning  of  the 
modern  age  a  poor  monk  who  opened  up 
a  new  world  to  the  human  mind,  without 
any  power  but  that  of  divine  truth  and 
deep  conviction,  or  any  authority  but  that 
inherent  in  sincerity  and  unselfish 
courage.  Under  the  ban  of  both  pope 
and  emperor,  but  endowed  with  a  valour 
seldom  met  with  and  an  enthusiasm  for 
the  right  that  knew  no  limitations,  he 
thundered  his  beliefs  in  the  face  of  greed 
and  power  and  convinced  his  fellow  men. 
In  the  beginning  none  was  so  low  as  to 
do  him  reverence.  At  the  latter  part  of 
his  life  he  was  the  adviser  of  prince  and 
pauper,  yet  he  died  leaving  his  descend- 
ants nothing.  To-day  we  look  upon 
him  as  the  greatest  figure  since  Saint 
Paul.  He  said  when  counselled  not  to 
enter  the  city  of  Worms,  "  Though  there 
were  as  many  devils  in  Worms  as  there 
are  tiles  on  the  roofs  of  their  houses,  yet 
I  would  go  in."  Again  in  reply  to  the 
questioning  of  Charles  the  Fifth,  "  Here 
I  stand  on  this  firm  foundation  (that  of 
the  Scriptures) ;  I  cannot  do  otherwise  ; 
so  help  me  God."  Martin  Luther  found 
the  essence  of  true  greatness  and  happi- 
ness thus  fulfilling  the  words  of  the 
Master,  "  He  that  findeth  his  life  shall 
lose  it,  and  he  that  loseth  his  life  for  my 
sake  shall  find  it." 
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Far  more  important  than  these  things 
is  another  which  strikes  at  the  yery  root 
of  our  difficulty  to-day.  It  has  to  do  with 
forces  that  are  not  so  easy  to  define,  since 
they  have  been  at  work  for  more  than 
three  generations  and  have  been  slowly, 
but  none  the  less  surely,  sapping  our 
strength  away.  The  author  first  quoted 
said  that  our  trouble  lay  wthiri  the  soul 
of  man.  The  brother  spoken  of  later 

said  that  we  had  lost  our  faith.  To  go 
back  over  the  contributing  causes  to  this 
state  of  mind  would  demand  more  tune 
than  at  my  disposal.  Yet  even  an  un- 
believer would  admit  this  premise  to  be 
true  :  That  for  the  vast  majority  of  so- 
called  Christians,  faith  in  a  risen  Re- 
deemer is  dead.  They  acknowledge  him  to 
have  been  a  great  teacher,  they  accord 
him  perfection  of  life  ;  but  when  mention 
is  made  of  the  real  purpose  of  his  coming 
to  earth,  his  being  the  Son  of  God,  his 
resurrection  from  the  dead,  in  short  the 
miraculous  part  of  his  existence,  all  this 
is  swept  contemptuously  aside  as  being 
too  childish  for  modern  man  with  his 
scientific  learning  to  entertain  for  a 
moment. 

I  have  no  quarrel  with  the  discoveries 
of  science,  or  even  with  its  theories,  so 
long  as  they  are  labelled  as  theories  and 
no  attempt  is  made  to  cram  them  down 
my  intellectual  throat  as  proved  facts.  It 
may  be  that  in  distant  eons  ago  primor- 
dial atoms,  through  certain  tintinnabu- 
lations in  the  ether  or  in  whatever  other 
medium  they  found  themselves,  may  have 
oscillated  into  life  and  from  this  original 
germ  all  the  myriad  forms  now  to  be 
found  on  earth  may  have  sprung.  It  may 
be  that  man,  who  even  in  science  is  ac- 
knowledged as  the  Lord  of  all  living 
things,  did  find  his  beginning-  in  some 
anthropoidean  ancestor  who  swung  his 
life  away  in  arboreal  haunts  millions  of 
years  ago.  I  do  not  know ;  neither  do 
I  care.  But  I  do  claim  to  know  as  muchv 
about  it  as  any  other  living  person. 

Science  has  performed  wonders  in  our 
day.  It  has  brought  to  us  more  material 
blessings  in  the  last  seventy-five  years 
than  perhaps  in  any  thousand  years  of 
our  civilization.  And   it   must   be  ad- 

mitted that  all  it  has  accomplished  has 
been  so  achieved  in  Christian  lands  under 
Christian  institutions  and  for  the  most 
part  through  Christian  faith ;  yet  there  are 
still  some  riddles  it  has  not   solved  and 


among  them  is  the  way  out  of  our  present 
difficulties.  For  when  the  way  out  is 
discovered  it  will  he  done  with  the  eye  of 
faith,  faith  in  each  Other,  faith  in  God, 
faith  in  the  power  f,f  man  to  rise  su- 
preme above  all  obstacles,  something 
which  all  the  experts  don't  seem  to  be 
able   to   instill    in   the  hearts  of   men. 

Science  has  learned  much,  but  it  is  not 
yet    lord    of    life.  An    electrician    can 

magnetize  and  demagnetize  a  bar  of  iron 
at  will,  but  no  surgeon,  be  he  ever  so 
gifted,  has  ever  yet  been  able  to  revivify 
the  dead  when  once  they  have  died.  For 
life  is  no  homeless  waif  wandering  aim- 
lessly up  and  down  through  space  sub- 
ject to  the  beck  and  call  of  scalpel  and 
test  tube.  Any  true  scientist  would  be 
the  last  to  lay  claim  to  such  supernatural 
power. 

Still  may  it  not  be  that  because  of  the 
few  truths  we  have  learned  we  have 
placed  too  much  store  in  science?  Is  it 
not  possible  that  we  have  leaned  on  her 
too  much?  And  has  this  not  robbed  us 
of  our  belief  in  a  Higher  Cause?  More 
than  twenty -five  years  ago,  Henry  Van 
Dyke  wrote,  "  The  age  has  hypnotized 
itself.  It   is   drifting   steadily   towards 

fatalism.  It  is  in  bondage  to  its  own 
doubt.  It  is  enslaved  by  its  own  denial. 
Life  is  sicklied  oier  with  the  dark  shadow 
of  fatalism.  Heredity  and  environment 
determine  everything-.  Through  certain 
puckerings  of  matter  life  sprang  into 
being. ' ' 

A  Lord  of  Life. 

How  soon  do  the  waves  of  oblivion 
close  over  even  those  who  have  moved 
mankind  the  most !  It  is  what  we  have 
made  of  our  spirits  that  is  material,  for 
they  are  immortal,  even  like  unto  that  of 
the  Son  of  God. 

Christ  is  human.  He  is  a  personality ! 
Think  of  this.  "  The  leper  said   unto 

Him,  '  Lord,  if  thou  wilt,  thou  canst 
make  me  clean.'  '  I  will,  be  thou 
clean.'  :  Think  of  the   audacity  of  it! 

"  I  will,  be  thou  clean."  Only  a  God 
could  have  spoken  with  such  assurance. 
No  wonder  the  Jews  accused  him  of 
blasphemy.  It  is  that  Personality  we 
love;  it  is  that  Personality  we  worship; 
it  is  that  Personality  the  unbeliever  can- 
not explain  away  and  the  critic  argue  out 
of    existence,     for     He    is     the     Son    of 

God

On  Saturday,  24th  August,  1935,  a  new 
combination  sprang  into  existence.  From 
all  corners  of  "  Cumorah's  "  quiet 
home,  melody  and  discord  resounded. 
It  was  the  dawning  of  "  Cumorah's 
Minute  Men."  With  mouths  wide  open, 
a  string  of  "  me-may-mah-mow-moo's  " 
began  penetrating  the  depths  of  the  still, 
quiet  air. 

Soon  the  melody  and  discord  modulated 
into  pleasing  strains  of  four-part  har- 
mony. The  singers  were  President 
Backman,  Elders  Clarkson,  Bates,  Dur- 
ham, Sorenson  and  Parkinson.  On 
Sunday  evening,  1st  September,  1935, 
these  "  Cumorah  Minute  Men  " — six 
strong — ventured  an  attempt  before 
"  Cumorah's  "  congregation. 

On  12th  September,  their  theme  song 
appeared  with  the  following  words  : — 

We  are  Cumorah's  Jolly  Minute  Men- 
Hail  to  Cumorah,  her  banners  wave  again  ! 
We  love  her  for  her  Truth,  the  truth  for  which  she 

stands — 
So,  HAIL,  HAIL  !  Cumorah's  Minute  Men ! 

An  American  Negro  Minstrel  was  soon 
arranged,  and  when  Elders  Badger  and 
Kener  returned  to  "  Cumorah,"  they 
were  added  to  the  cast — consequently,  be- 
coming a  part  of  the  Minute  Men.     The 


minstrel  was  presented  five  different 
times.  It  was  all  great  fun — but  lo  ! — 
convention  time  came — and  took  Elders 
Durham  and  Parkinson  from  us,  which 
necessitated  a  re-organization.  This  last 
group  of  Minute  Men  appears  above.  It 
was  this  combination  that  gave  a  quarter- 
hour  broadcast  of  American  Negro  Music 
from  the  Cape  Town  Studio,  Wednesday 
evening,  18th  March. 

Now,  to  our  great  sorrow,  this  group 
is  in  the  "  wrecking."  The  transfer  of 
Elders  Badger  and  Sorenson  takes  the 
1st  and  2nd  tenors,  and  the  anticipated 
release  of  Elders  Clarkson  and  Bates  will 
soon  take  the  baritone  and  bass. 

We  have  been  a  happy  group.  We 
have  worked  and  played  together. 
Through  this  medium  of  song  we  have 
found  much  happiness,  and  it  was  the  de- 
sire of  each  Minute  Man  to  touch  some 
listener's  heart ;  to  kindle  some  spark  of 
happiness  to  a  brighter  and  bigger  blaze. 

Our  appearances  have  been  many  and 
the  occasions  varied — for1  members, 
friends,  acquaintances  and  strangers — but 
to  all,  all  of  the  Southland,  the  Cumorah 
Minute  Men  say  :  "  It  has  been  a  pleasure 
to  serve  you." — M. 
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The  Need  of  the  Hour 

On  an  old  sun-dial  at  Santa  Barbara, 
California,  is  carved  this  sentence:  "  The 
Light  of  God  Showeth  the  Way."  A 
sermon  couched  in  a  few  words,  it  has  a 
wealth  of  meaning.  Noting  the  trend 
of  modern  nations  as  they  increase  their 
armies  and  navies,  we  are  led  to  wonder 
if  they  have  lost  their  way  :  if  their  fore- 
sight and  vision  of  peace  have  completely 
gone  out  of  their  lives.  The  world  is  in 
a  chaotic  condition.  There  is  a  depressed 
state  of  nervous  anxiety  in  homes  and  in 
society.  One  great  drawback  to-day  is 
the  fact  that  the  youth  of  the  land  is  com- 
ing to  maturity  with  no  deep-seated  con- 
victions of  the  value  of  the  spiritual  life. 
Our  deadliest  enemy  is  not  a  foreign  foe, 
but  a  lack  of  moral  courage,  which  has 
been  replaced  by  a  gross  materialism  and 
a  selfish  aim  in  attaining  worldly  things. 
War  has  left  mankind  with  a  deep-seated 
hate  towards  neighbours,  and  the  present 
hour  is  one  of  rancor  and  delusions. 
Society  is  sowing  the  seeds  of  future 
wars,  and  the  finer  civic  virtues  and  the 
priceless  possessions  of  the  soul  have 
been  darkened  by  the  shadows  of  the 
future. 

A  turn  of  the  way  must  come  sooner 
or  later  if  civilization  is  to  live.  The 
German  philosopher  Kant  once  pointed 
out  that  the  two  greatest  mysteries  are 
the  starry  heavens  and  the  power  of  the 
soul  to  designate  right  from  wrong.  A 
beautiful  story  is  told  about  Robert  E. 
Lee,  who  at  the  close  of  the  Civil  War, 
was  asked  by  one  of  his  staff  officers  what 
posterity  would  say  or  what  the  people 
of  the  South  would  think  if  he  surrendered 
to  General  Grant.  In  grace  and  dignity, 
General  Lee  replied:  "  It  is  not  a  ques- 
tion of  what  posterity  will  say  or  what 
our   people    will   think.  The   question 

before  us  is  this :  '  Is  it  right  to  sur- 
render? '  " 

The  world  is  in  need  of  a  new  faith  with 
which  to  march  forward  again,  to  breathe 
and  to  live.  But  never  can  a  new  faith 
have  a  beginning  in  deceit  and  treaties  of 
falsehood.  The  world  must  lay  a  founda- 
tion upon  which  a  better  age  may  build 
the  faith  of  the  future.  People  are  in  need 
of  being  awakened  to  the  fact  that  there 


is  a  Kingdom  of  Light  which  they  may 
have  if  they  wish  it.  It  is  a  Kingdom 
freely  given  when  they  give  their  all  for 
it.  It  cannot  be  purchased  with  money; 
it  cannot  be  attained  by  armies  marching 
to  conquer  their  fellow  men.  It  is  the 
gift  of  self-conquest,  and  pure  thinking 
is  the  only  basis  upon  which  the  Kingdom 
may  be  attained.  Three  words  give  us 
the  key:  "  First  Purify  Thought."  The 
Apostle  Paul  gave  us  the  same  idea  when 
he  wrote  in  his  Epistle  to  the  Philippians  : 

"  Whatsoever  things  are  true 

whatsoever   things   are   pure,    whatsoever 

things  are  lovely think  on  these 

things."  Some  one  has  said  that  if  you 
fight  all  day  against  a  mist,  you  will  not 
be  able  to  destroy  it,  but  if  you  ascend 
higher,  you  will  find  yourself  above  it. 

The  greatest  bulwark  of  the  Kingdom 
of  Light  is  man's  power  to  direct  his  life 
by  faith  in  his  own  divine  self  and  in  his 
God.  "  Neither  laws  nor  monuments, " 
says  William  James,  "  neither  battleships 
nor  public  libraries ;  nor  great  newspapers 
nor  universities  can  save  us  from  de- 
generation if  the  inner  Light  be  lost."  It 
is  the  recognition  of  a  moral  order 
established  and  sustained  by  Jehovah  that 
must  come.  It  is  the  development  in 
the  soul  of  the  youth  of  the  sacred  Light 
which  will  give  them  real  power  and 
understanding.  It  is  the  return  to  the 
religion  of  the  fathers  which  has  the  one 
secure  basis  of  life  that  will  solve  the 
deep-seated  problems  of  the  world.  When 
the  inner  Light  is  restored,  when  it  is 
found  again,  then  will  the  world  march  to 
the   Kingdom   of  Light.

"  Pure  religion  and  undefiled  before 
God  and  the  Father  is  To  visit  the 
fatherless  and  widows  in  their  afflic- 
tion, and  to  keep  himself  unspotted 
from  the  world. " 

No  argument  or  more  speculation  there 
— but  a  spirit  of  helpfulness — the  finest 
test  of  a  man's  religion — the  final  test  of 
his   recipe  for  living. 

And  finally,  in  the  matter  of  devotion 
to  the  task,  Religion  has  ever  bidden 
man  give  his  full  heart  to  God  and  his 
fellow    men.         From    the    davs    of    that 
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divine  injunction  "  In  the  sweat  of  thy 
face  shalt  thou  eat  bread,"  man  has  been 
asked  to  give  full  devotion  as  the  price 
of  worthy  achievement. 

It  was  demanded  of  Abraham  of  old 
when  he  was  called  to  leave  Ur — "  to  go 
out,  not  knowing  whither  he  went."  It 
was  Joseph's  password  to  fame  in  Egypt. 
It  was  required  of  the  Master  of  Mankind 
— witness  his  bearing  the  cross  to 
Calvary.  It  sealed  the  testimony  of  the 
Prophet  Joseph  at  Carthage. 

You  recall  those  memorable  words  of 
the  Master: 

"  And  whosoever   shall  compel   thee 

to  go  a  mile,  go  with  him  twain." 

On  three  levels. 

Under  the  inspiration  of  that  line, 
Fosdick  has  written  a  most  stimulating 
booklet—"  The  Second  Mile."  In  it,  he 
says  all  of  us  live  on  one  of  three  levels  : 

1.  The  level  of  the  must.  Doing 
only  what  the  law  compels  us  to  do. 

2.  The  level  of  the  ought.  The  level 
on  which  conscience  makes  us  meet  our 
obligations. 

3.  The  level  of  the  want  to,  the  level 
on  which  a  man  out  of  enthusiasm  and 
his  own  desire  to  do  reaches  out  to 
help. 

You  and  I  live  on  one  of  those  three 
leA'els — aye,  our  religion  is  characterized 
by  the  spirit  of  one  of  them. 

May  we  believe  with  Oliver  Wendell 
Holmes  that : 

"It    is    faith     in    something    which 

makes  life  worth  living." 

And  may  that  faith  lead  us  into  a  re- 
ligious response  to  life  which  will  take 
us  up  from  the  level  of  compulsion,  either 
of  law  or  of  conscience — to  that  higher 
ground  of  an  enthusiastic  devotion  to  the 
finest  ideals  we  know.

News  of  the  Church  in 
the  World 

A  Red  Indian,  Grouse  Creek  Jack,  104 
year  old  resident  of  Fort  Hall,  Idaho, 
was  the  subject  of  a  recent  Associated 
Press  article.  Of  the  Shoshone  tribe, 
he  has  long  been  a  devoted  member  of 
the  Latter-day  Saint  Church,  attributing 
his  longevity  to  observance  of  the  Word 
of  Wisdom — abstaining-   from   the  use  of 


tea,  coffee,  tobacco  and  alcohol.  He  was 
a  youth  when  President  Brigham  Young 
led  the  Mormon  Pioneers  into  Salt  Lake 
City,  and  he  attended  meetings  in  the 
old  "  bowery  "  on  Temple  Square.  He 
laboured  on  the  Logan  temple,  and  he 
and  his  wife  were  baptized  into  the 
Church  when  it  was  completed  (17th  May, 
1884).  He  still  chops  his  own  firewood, 
rides  horses  and  enjoys  hunting. 

Lectures  on  "  Historic  Salt  Lake  City 
and  Utah  "  will  be  given  throughout 
eastern  America  and  Canada  during  the 
next  few  months  by  Mr.  Randall  M. 
Jones,  of  Salt  Lake  City.  The  lectures, 
which  will  tell  the  story  of  the  Mormon 
Pioneers,  will  be  accompanied  by  colour 
slides.  Sponsors  of  the  lectures  are  the 
World  Travel  Institute  and  newspapers 
in    large   American    and    Canadian   cities. 

Hundreds  of  tourists  continue  to  visit 
Hill  Cumorah  in  western  New  York 
State,  viewing  the  spot  where  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith  received  the  Book  of  Mor- 
mon plates  from  the  Angel  Moroni,  22nd 
September,  1827,  and  learning  the  story 
of  the  restoration  of  the  Gospel  in  this 
dispensation.  During  last  summer  ap- 
proximately 50,000  visitors  made  the 
climb  to  Hill  Cumorah  monument,  which 
was  dedicated  by  President  Heber  J. 
Grant,   21st  July,    1935.  According  to 

President  Don  B.  Colton,  of  the  Eastern 
States  Mission,  "  over  a  score  of  con- 
verts were  made  in  this  area  during  the 
last  six  months  of  1935,  and  a  new  branch 
of  the  Mission  was  organized  at  Canadai- 
gua,  New  York,  10  miles  from  the  new 
monument."  President  Colton  pointed 
out  that  the  last  convert  made  in  that 
town  wras  William  W.  Phelps,  who  was 
baptized  in  1831. 

Featured  on  the  cover  oh  Time  maga- 
zine (10th  February),  said  to  be  the 
world's  first  and  largest  news  magazine, 
is  a  photograph  of  Elder  Mariner  Stod- 
dard Eccles,  who  was  renamed  Governor 
of  America's  Federal  Reserve  Board  by 
President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt,  1st 
February.

Do  we  want  to  save  the  world  from 
its  economic  troubles  and  distresses? 
Behold  the  Lord's  plan,  this  principle  of 
fasting-  which  the  Lord  has  given  us, 
that  once  a  month  we  abstain  from  food. 
What  a  splendid  exercise  that  is  to  ob- 
tain spiritual  control  over  the  physical 
desires  of  men  and  make  our  contribu- 
tion. 

When  the  time  comes — and  it  is  here 
now — we  shall  need  the  strength  of  the 
Pioneer,  the  strength  to  live  up  to  our 
moral  standards,  to  maintain  the  Mormon 
way  of  life,  to  enter  into  marriage  that 
binds  us  in  love  and  fellowship  and  union 
for  time  and  for  all  eternity  and  have 
children,  the  heritage  of  the  Lord,  to 
bless  that  marriage.  Then  we  shall  be 
different  from  the  world  that  is  fast  drift- 
ing into  divorce,  into  childless  marriages, 
and  attract  the  attention  of  the  world. 

The  Lord  has  also  enjoined  upon  us 
the  responsibility  of  being-  our  brother's 
keeper,  of  being  men  and  women  who  are 
bound  in  love.  It  is  inspiring  to  me 
when  I  think  of  this  demonstration,  men 
and  women  from  all  parts  of  the  world 
brought  into  this  Church,  with  love  exist- 
ing in  the  hearts  of  these  men  and  women 
of  all  nations.  If  the  same  spirit  that 
is  in  your  hearts  were  in  the  hearts  of  the 
people  of  all  the  nations  of  the  earth  there 
could  not  be  any  war.  There  would  be 
no  need  of  parliaments  to  reduce  arma- 
ment. Peace  would  come  to  men. —
